Plants for Christmas Gardens 


Chiefest of the plants for Christmas gar. 
dens, of course, ie the California holly, or 
Toyon berry. which ie not a true holly, but 
for. thie climate anewers the purpose ad. 
mirably—-our Photinia arbutifolia. This 
makes a charming hedge or boundary, it ts 
an excellent ground cover for steep hillsides, 
thrives with litthe water, succeeds in a va- 
riety of But like most wild plants 
when brought into cultivation, it needs care 
the firet year in getting established, and 
watering the firet summer. 

Another group of brilliantly-berried shrubs 
are the Pyracanthas. These resemble the 
eotonenstiors, but hold their berries longer 
and are easily distinguishable to the most 
unbotanical of use by the thorny branches, a 
means of defense with which the pyracan. 
thas, te blest. as are all the thorns. (Pyra- 
cantha ueed to be Crataegus pyracantha.) 
These stiff, thorny branches make it expe- 
elally valuable as a hedge plant since it is 
good for actual defense. A close hedge of 
pyracantha presente a real obstacie to the 
moet adventurous dog The birds are fond of

“If this were not a sad and serious 
subject it would arouse gales of laughter 
to read in one column of a paper a scare 
article urging all and sundry to visit a 
physician immediately for examination, 
that a hidden cancer growth, that very 
likely they have, may be extirpated in 
time to save life; and in the next 
column to read of the death of a doctor 
from cancer. 


“Glancing at the columns of the New 
York Herald-Tribune for several weeks 
past, the death of a ‘well known’ physi- 
clan has been announced almost daily, 
many in comparatively early life, none 
over the moderate age of sixty-five was 
noted. 

“One issue in May gave three medical 
men as having set sail for the farther 
shore: Dr. Samuel D. Nutt of Queens 
‘county, New York, at sixty-two, had 
been ill for seven years; Dr. 8. 


bell H. Johnson, formerly of New York, 
fifty-seven. 

“Others listed were: Dr. J. H. Evans, 
| Sfty, of Brooklyn, had a brilliant record 
in the World War; Dr. K. Koesler, Rush 

| Medical College (Chicago,) expert in 
| Bright’s Disease, died of Bright's at 
_ forty-seven; Dr. F. B. Pierson, New York, 
_ expert in tropical diseases, died at fifty- 
one after two years’ illness following an 
operation; Dr. Thomas Sommers, New 
York City, very suddenly of heart dis- 
ease, aged thirty-seven. 

“Dr. Ester Sendel of Ericson, Roosevelt 
Hospital Staff, New York City, dead at 
thirty-two of acute appendicitis; Dr. 
Meyer Wolff, known especially in Work- 
man’s Compensation Service, dead of 
heart disease at fifty-two; Dr. Edgar 
Randalph Strobel, dermatologist of 
Johns Hopkins, Baltimore, dead at fifty- 
four; Dr. J. J. Sinott, Chief Surgeon of 
the Mt. Vernon (N. Y.) Hospital, dis- 
tinguished in the World War, dead of 
cancer at forty-six, in spite of having 
had twenty-one physicians working over 
him during his iliness.

O Jones suddenly entered the court- 
yard of a post-inn where a man in Amer- 
ican dress was about to step into a dili- 
gence bound for Paris. This man was of 
large dimensions, about six feet high and 
weighing perhaps 200 pounds. Without 
warning Jones sprang at him. We have 
the word of Nathaniel Fanning, who was 
ven officer under Jones and at one time 
his secretary, that the little captain “was 
quicker than chain Jlightning—when 
roused he could strike more blows and 
do more damage in a second than any 
other man I ever saw could do in a min- 
ute.” It Was so now. 


Jones first caught the fat man on the 
jaw and knocked him flat. Jones then 
seized the whip of the amazed driver of 
the diligence and began to lash the pros- 
trate man furiously about the body, at 
the same time kicking him with unmis- 
takable signs of rage and contempt. Pas- 
ersby and servants ran up and caught 
Jones’s hands as he reached for one of 
the three pistols in his belt. 

The fat man meantime covered his 
face with his hands and bawled like a 
calf. When pulled to his feet, he made 
no attempt to fight back, but hastily hid 
hiraself Im the diligence.

Hezekiah Ford was one of the numer- 
ous secretaries surrounding Arthur Lee, 
of the American Commission in Paris. 

The injuries Lee inflicted upon Jones 
are not now calculable, but there is no 
doubt that Jones’s colossal disappoint- 
ments and difficulties in France were due 
largely to the manipulations of Lee and 
the men whom Jones, at first ignorant of 
their skulduggery, referred to as “spies 
and bandits in guise of private secre- 
taries and seaport agents.” 

‘ Meantime Jones had forgiven Lieuten- 
ant Simpson as having been “the victim 
of Arthur Lee’s harpies,” and allowed 
him to take the Ranger home, with its 
crew of homesick, time-expired sailors. 
Twenty-seven of them remained behind 
to follow their captain's fortunes. Among 
them was Anthony Jeremiah, who craved 
one more battle. Jones was pleased. He 
wrote: “My little red Indian is not home- 
sick. Maybe he had no home to yearn 
for. But I prefer to explain his choice to 
stay with me on other grounds.” 

“Jerry” in due time got his second bat- 
tle. No little red Indian had ever fought 
in one like it before, and none has since. 

For one month Jones, by what means 
he could, had to care for more than 200 
prisoners, feed and clothe his loyal sea- 
men, repair his vessels and support him- 
self. Help then came from a source 
which not even his imaginative mind 
could have forseen. 

As soon as Jones gained the time to go 
up to Paris, he found himself the cen- 
ter of an admiring circle. That an En- 
glish ship of war should be defeated by 
an inferior vessel was extraordinary 
enough, but that it should be captured 
and taken intact into port as a prize— 
that was a sensation indeed. 

Jones now began to meet influential 
people, chiefly at Franklin's home. 
Among them was the Duke of Chartres, 
and, what was more important to his 
later career—the Duchess. The Duke of 
Chartres was France’s “Sailor Prince.” 
and as such had recently been made an 
honorary High Admiral. 

The Duchess of Chartres was grand-
